Among Youth of tfte United States. 


. Americans are fast growing used to 
the sight ol the school children whose 
spectacled eyes are in contrast to their 
'Youthful faces. Statistics show that in 
'the United States at least 30 per cent, 
of the school children are near-sighted, 
and this is only one of the many de- 
fects from -which the eje suffers. 


In the June Keview of Beviews Dr. 


Allport, of Minnesota, who discusses 
this important theme~the defective 
eyesight of American children—gives 
for the prime cause of the degeneracy 
of human eyesight the excessive strarn 
upon the eye produced by intellectual 
pursuits. That intellectual progress 
and ocular degeration are inseparable, 
and that savages do not suffer from de- 
fective sight is proven by the fact that 
among Indian children only two per 
cent, are affected by myopia, and among 
negroes only 2% per cent,. Of 2,000 
Mexican children examined eight onl> 
•were near-sighted, 60 far-sighted ar.d 
ten astigmatic. In the United States 
30 per cent, of the school children have 
defective eyes, while in Germany, 
where all sorts of intellectual pursuits 
abound, and the topography of, books 
s of the most execrable description, 
50 per cent, of the children are my- 


Of course the subject is of the great- 


est importance, and remedial mcasurrs 
should be taken by both parent'- ard 
teachers. The latter should be trained 
to delect the first signs of defective 
eyesight, and work should be arranged 
to best suit the eyes of the pupils. But 
many parents do not watch young chil- 
dren at their reading and allow them 
to read by waving light, dim gaslight, 
or to strain their eyes by too much read- 
ing at night. Let, the small boj s and 
girls do their staying by daylight, 
even if they have to arise an hour earlier 
to do so, and give *hem games that do 
not require any straining of the eyes 
for the evening's entertainment. Olten 
children convalescent and weak are 
nllowed to read hours at a stretch and

Some ol tlie Blgr Ones That Have Bee* 


Found In California. 


\Vhile the nugget f crund in the Blue 


Jay pocket by the Graves brothers is 
likely to become famous for its size and 
laluo it is not, as has been stated, tlie 
]ar"CBt one known in the authentic 
history of mining. This nugget stands, 
or rather stood-, for it is now being 
minted, for about $42,000, but saying 
nothing of an alleged Chilian nugget 
weighing 400 pounds troy, the "Wel- 
come" nugget of Ballarat, weighing 
'• ^17 ounces, 16 pennyweights, was sold 
for over £ 10,500, or nearly $52,500. It 
ib even a question whether the Graves 
nugget is the largest one ever taken 
irom the soil of California. According 
to Ilittell, a nugget was found at Car- 
ton Hill, Calaveras county, in Novem- 
ber, 1S54, which, weighed about 
195

Jji-tv.een the two is no very great issue 
of values, but what there is appears to 
favcr the earlier specimen. 


The first nugget found in this state, 


tho one which Marshall picked up, was 
•worth but 50 cents, and the next one 
discovered but five dollars. A soldier 
in Stevenson's regiment found the first 
lurg-e specimen, amass of gold weighing 
between 20 and 25 pounds, while stoop- 
ig to drink in a small affluent of the 
Mokelumne river. This nugget wa» 
taken east, where its exhibition con- 
firmed the stories of Californian wealth 
and added, naturally, to the public ex- 
citement there. 
In 1834 the "Oliver 


'Ufirtin chunk," which was auriferous 
ore, mixed with white quartz, wps 
picked up near Camp Corona, in Mtio- 
lumnc county, in a hole which Martin 
had dug to bury a drowned comrade. 
It yielded $22,270 and became the basis 
of a great fortune. In 18CC Daniel Hill, 
a pauper, found a $14,000 nugget in 
Plumas county, and, comiDg to San 
f rancisco, spent the proceeds quickly. 
$3,000 being squandered in one week's 
whirl. 'With his money all gone, he 
•went to Dutch Flat, Nevada county, 
and while washing his hands in a stream 
saw lying on the bottom a nugget ol 
gold and white quartz similar in size 
and shape to a baby's head. 
This 


brought 512,300, and sent Daniel Hill 
through a career of debauchery back 
to the poorhouse. 


The finds in later years up to the Blue 


Jay discovery have not been of a nota- 
ble sort. In the fall of 1880 two tramps, 
who had been put off of a Southern Pa- 
cific freight train, started to walk to 
Bakersfield and found a battered nug- 
get weighing 21C ounces on the way. 
In 1S9G a chunk worth 81,400 was picked 
up in San Diego county, and there have 
been two or three discovered on the 
ilfojave desert. The majority of 
tlie 


finds have been accidental. 


The. saying ''gold is where you find 


it" i? peculiarly applicable to 
those 


stray lumps of precioig metal which, 
falling out of a ledge, IfifVe rolled about 
in the beds of streams or been carried 
away in landslides, experiencing 
the 


vicissitudes, in some cases, of hundreds 
of years.
